The snow is to be followed by a drop in.

Forecaster Cox 
could not say just how cold it would become, 
but thought that 10° above zero at-6 o'clock 
tonight would be a conservative guess. 

“It may go down to zero, though,” he 
added. “A cold wave is headed \this way 
from Medicine Hat, and Medicine Hat is the 
home of chills and shivers. It is 20° below 
zero at Medicine Hat now.” 


Cable Lines Blocked Six Hours. 

The most serious street car trouble was on 
the West Madison street and Milwaukee 
avenue cable lines, which were tied up for 
over six hours. 

The cable which hauls the cars éiound the 
loop stranded in the center of the Washing- 
ton street tunnel about 4:30 o’clock and 
every car came to a standstill.’ This threw 
the burden of traffic on the trolley and ele- 
vated lines, and with the rails clogged with 
wet snow “and the trolley wires and third. 
rails coated with ice and slush "these lines 
had their offn troubles. 

The throngs at “ rush * hour added tq the 
predicament, and delays of from fifteen 
minutes to half an hour occurred every- 
where. . 

- The broken cabfe was found to. he stranded. 
tor a distance of 200 feet. Supt. Henderson | 
took charge of the irs and succeeded in 
restoring order by 11:15, at which hour the 
snowfallceased. $= 

The North Clark’street line, too, had its 
troubles. At 4 o'clock the grip of one of the 

cars became entangled in“the cable while 
the train was passing through the La Salle 
street tunnel and the result was a tieup 
which lasted half an hour. 


Sweepers Put in Service. 

On the south side the sweepers were sent’ 
out at 6 o’clock and this relieved the situa- 
tion. The Union Traction kept its sweepers 
in the barns and there was trouble every- 
‘where early in the evening. The lines which 
terminate in the “stub” switches in Clark 
and Van Buren streets suffered more than 
the otMers, although the North State street 
line was out of service. 

The Alley “L” trouble occurred at 
crowded car was forced outward until it 
“caught on the platform and both the gate and | 
the railing were torn off. Traffic was de- 
layed half an hour. | 

All elevated trains left the loop from a 
quarter to half an hour late, and waiting 
patrons were forced to stand on the piat- 
forms or in the streets for long intervals 
until they could get ‘ chance to crowd into 


a car.

For the first time in the history of the 
city the traction companies are to be forced 
to bear their portion of the burden of keeping 
the streets free from snow. Instead of being 
ailowed to brush the snow from their tracks 
in huge drifts which block all other forms 
of transportation, the car lines must either 
cart away the snow that falls inside of their } 
rails or else pay the city for doing the work 
for them. 

Such was the decision of Mayor Harrison 
and his departnient heads yesterday after- 
noon. Later Commissioner of Public Works 
Blocki sent out an invitation to twenty-eight 
street car companies to participate in a con- 
ference in Mayor Harrison's office at 3:80 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon.

WHY PACKING DEAL FAILED. 


Reason Assigned in Wall Street Is That 
Wanted Too Much for 
Their Plants. 


New York, Dec. 6.—{Special.}—It was said

Alarm Begins Friday Night. 

Shortly after midnight on Friday the stom.

not retain the nourtshment which had been 
given him. Barty in the morning the uremia 
symptoms became more distinct, and at 9:80 
a subcutaneous saline injection was admin- 
istered to stimulate the kidneys. There was 
a complete suppression of the urine, and ao 
desperate was the condition of the patiens 
that two injections were admifiistered. This. 
heroic treatment did not improve the éon« 
dition of the kidneys. The result of this in- 
jection was awaited with much anxfety, but 
to the deep anxiety of the physicians and 
the family the treatment, which is enly re- 
sorted to in extreme situations, did not have 
the desired effect and the distinguished 
patient did not rally. 

Physicians Give Up Hope 

At 6-o’clock a second injection of the saline 
solution was administered. In all there were 


four injections, but the sick man was be- |

For more than a month past the Mexican 
banks have been accumutating gold reserves 
at a heavy rate, and the effect, as interpreted 
by the highest authorities on Mexican 
finance, is likely to be far reaching. Up to 
about a month ago the banks were ¢om- 
pelled to keep all their accounts in silver. 
Thus, on a falling market, the depositor 
withdrew less in gold value than he put In. 
Under the new plan customers depositing 
silver may at any time convert their credit 
to gold and later on withdraw the gold if 
desired or the equivalent of the gold credit 
in silver at the then prevailing rate. The 
banks will have to carry. a silver r 
‘against their silver liabilities and a gol 
serve against their gold labilities.

Chicago is the country’s principal dis- 
tributing point for all ds of Christmas 
decorations, and Canada, too, looks to this 
market for ite supply. The raw material 
comes from points as distant as Delaware, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Indian Territory,

Chicago itself is a large consumer | of 
Christmas decorations and much of the 
subur 


' May Be Record Breaking Seana! 
“The demand for Christmas decorations 
already is lively,’”’ said Arnold Ringier, man- } 
ager for W. W. Barnard & Co., in Kinzie 
“street. “ The supply, owing to.a favorable 
season, is plentiful. Christmas decorations 
always are in demand in prosperous times, 
and this year-promises to be a record breaker. 
** Nearly all the Christmas trees come from 
Wisconsin and Michigan. An-average of 


the yearly supply here. Some of them are 
brought in by vessels, but not many. Two 
kinds of trees’ are used, the Norway spruce 
and the balsam fir, but the former seems to 
be the general favorite. All sizes from four 
to. twenty feet are marketable. 

* Chicago, too, is*the central market for 
bulk or bouquet green. About forty-five 
carloads are shipped to Chicago every year. 
It consists; of the branches of the ground 
pine or lycopodium, which grows plentifully 
in Canada\and northern Wisconsin. Nearly 
all that comes to Chicago is gathered by 
Indians in the wild districts of northern 'Wis- 
consin. It is tied in bundles weighing about 
seventy-five pounds each and secured with 
strips of plinth. Indian ponies carry the 
bales to the nearest shipping point. ia

“The principal use to which the bouquet 
green is_put is the making .of evergreen 
wreathing. About 750,000 yards of wreath- 
ing are manufactured in Chicago, and more 
than 300 women are employed in the work. 
The wreathing is put up in coils of twenty 
yards each and is extensively.used for ho 
store, hall, and church decorating. Even 
beginners in the work of making the wreath- 
ing earn $8 a week, and expert winders can 
make as mu@h a& $15 or $18 a week for about 
two months, which is the duration of the 
season. 

“ Holly, another tmportant item in Christ- 
mas decorations, is in demand to the extent 
of 150 carloads each year. The best and 
mdst heavily berried holly comes from Dela- 
ware, and is packed solid in cases holding 
sixteen cubic feet. A considerable quantity 
of holly is shipped to Chicago from Tennes- 
see and Mississippi, but it is not so good and 
sells at a lower price. 

“The mistletoe, of which: about 6,000 
pounds arrive in Chicago every year,is sént 
from Indian ferritory, Oklahoma, and Texas 
by express. ‘It is fragile and perishable, and 
for that reason cannot be sent by freight. 
Palmetto leaves and branches of the pictur-

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COOLEY ARRAIGNS. 
TEACHER CRITICS 


Says Profession Suffers More: 
from the Unfit than from 
- Lack of Revenue. 


DEMANDSHIGHSTANDARD 


Presence of Incompetents and 
“ Holdovers from the Past” 
Keeps Wages Low. 


“The teaching: profession is today suf- 
fering more from the competition of the 
unfit than it is from the lack of revenues, 
‘reat as is our suffering from that cause, 
A class of people who consistently oppose 
the efforts being made to raise stand- 
ard of the teaching profession is made up 
“of teachers who are incompetent and who 
realize their incompetence.” 

These words formed the keynote of an 
address by Superintendent of Schools Ed- 
win G. Cooley, in which he vig rously ar- 
raigned the teachers hostile to the exer- 
tions being made by the board of educa- 
tion to increase their efficiency. He was 
speaking before the Teachers’ Sedereton 
yesterday morning. 

two Clesses of Critics. 

- Mr. Cooley divided those opposed to the 
raising of the standard of teaching into two 
classes. The one class, he said, is composed 
of those who do not believe in the public 
echool system, and want only the “ three 
Rs” taught. These he styled as men repre- 
eenting the aristocratic ideals of a century 
ago. In the second division he placed - the 
incompetent teachers, who oppose the march 
of progression because they are bound to be- 
come stragglers. 

Supt. Cooley pointed to protection against 
the competition of the incompetent and the 
education of the public to an appreciation 
of the value of the public school as the 
surest remedies for the evils of crowded 
rooms, insufficient supplies, and low salary 
echedules. 

. Higher Standard for Schools. 

“ Bach time circumstances permit society 
to raise the standard and to demand a better 
quality of work the people in the profession 
will be more highly honored and better paid,” 
said Mr. Cooley, “ while the people at large, 
for whose protection the profession exists, 
will be better served. 

“Bociety realizes that if the blacksmith 
or the carpenter does his work poorly the © 
loss is usually only a money loss, but in. the 
case of the professional man, of the physicia» 
or the teacher, the consequences of malprac- 
tice are so fearful that society isa justified 
in taking extreme precautions to exclude 
the incompetent. 

“We see around us medical schools, law 
achools, dental schools, all raising their 
standards and trying thus to protect society 
against quackery and. the competent. pro- 
fessional man against unfair competition, 
the competition of the incompetent.” 


Better Work, Better Pay. 


One effect of raising the standard, Supt. 
Cooley said, would be to reduce the ranks of 


the teaching profession, but with even fewer 


teachers of greater efficiency, he said, the 
work would be better done, and the privileges 
@nd remuneration of the teacher would be 
eorrespondingly greater. 

“It is inevitable,” he said, “ that if the 
gtandard is raised the remuneration must in- 
crease. The surest way to bring about 
greater remuneration is by protecting us 
against the competition of the unfit, the in- 
competeht. If this can be brought about we 
can be sure of a reward for our labor and sac- 
rifices.”’ 


Holdovers from Century Ago. 

Supt. Cooley then made the division of 
those opposed to the efforts being made to 
raise the standard of teaching. Of the class 
antagonistic to the public school system and 
who wish merély the three Rs taught he said: . 

“ There is always a certain number of men 
of this class in every community, and their 
ideals and motives should not dominate the 
standards set for the teaching profession. 
These men do not believe in democracy. 
They represent the aristocratic ideals of a 
century ago and are simply holdovers. 

“They will object to raising the standard 
for. teachers because they see clearly that it 
means the greater expenditure of money. 
It does inevitably mean more money for edu- 
cation, but it will be the most profitable in- 
vestment society -can make.” 


Opposed by the Incompetent. 
He pointed out the incompatent teachers 
as the second class which can consistently 
the raising of the teaching standard. 
“There are in Chicago,” he said, “ as well 
as elsewhere, a certain number of incom- 
petent teachers. - I do not beliege, however, 
that, as has been ‘stated, 25 per cent of our 
teachers are incompetent, but whatever the 
number it is in the interest of the great army 
of teachers everywhere, and especially here. 
that we should be relieved from the compe- 
rea of teachers whc cannot measure up 
e advanced standard society fixes, and

“The schools of untrained teachers are 
‘m@riousiy alike. There is nothing more 
Mmonctonous than ignorance. The teacher 
should have some special interest, some 
hobby, if you please, which she pursues be- 
cause she gets sustenance and cukure out 
of it. No ohe can have a cold, impartial in- 
terest in all truth, in all activity. 
“In a live school one ought to be able 
bl detect the special taste of the teachers. 
e school should refiect the personality of 
the teacher. _— promotional scheme aims 
to encourage this study of special interests 
of the individual ual teachers."

The Chicago Ne per Writers’ silcinalinn 
tion, a union formed pat months ago by a few 
employés of some of the Chicago newspapers: 
and news agencies, apparently has failed to 
weather its first storm. The rock upon which 
it has been driven takes the form of a scheme 
| for a so-called souvenir publication that was 
| to contain sketches and pictures of Chicago's 
prominent business men and advertisements 
/of business houses, especial attention being 
given to La Salle street brokers. 

The avowed idea of the members of the 
association was to raise money by this means 
tu furnish a suite of rooms. They gave the 
contract for the publication to H. L. Palmer, 
who paid them $300 down and agreed to give 
them 25 per cent of the gross receipts, be- 
sides employing some of the members to do 
the “literary *’’ work. The prospect seemed 
roseate, for there existed in the union a be- 
lief that the mere fact they were reporters 
| would draw many business men and citizens 
of wealth into their net. Some of the vic-

Solicitors were sent out and, as it developed, 
used the names of well known newspaper 
men’ who. did not belong to the union. and 
some of whom did not even know of its exist- 
ence. In certain cases they used the names 
of members of the staff of Toe TripuNE.

UNE is or was connected with the association. 

One instance serves to illustrate the gen- 
eral method pursued.

But ag to houseworkeérs marrying 
frequently and marrying better than » Fe 
workers or saleswomen, the idea does not 
commend itself to me as strictly veracious. 
I do not think thatany exact figures or statis- 
tics have been gathered on the subject, but, 
speaking from my own expertence and ob- 
servation, I should have believed quite the 
reverge._It is not, I suppose, a praiseworthy 
instinct in the ordinary young man that in- 
duces him -to choose a girl of almost any 
other occupation before a houseworker, how- 
evtr good, attractive, and desirable, but this 
is the view of the matter that would seem to 
me most true.” 


Matter of Matrimony. 
« Belief that the house servant has the ad- 
vantage of other working girls in matters 
pertaining to matrimony was first expressed 
by Mrs. A. G. Harrow of Des Moines, la., 


who in writing to THz TRIBUNE 
“ The servant girl, be she a good o one, pretty 
or plain, is almost sure to marry. Her 


chances in the matrimonial market are al- 
ways good for the reason that her occupa- 
tion teaches her to be a real homemaker. I 
speak from experience. After having kept 
house for twenty-five years, without an ex- 
ception every good servant girl that I have 
h has married, and married well. 

Mrs. A. Levi, who admits that in starting 
the work of the National Housewives’ asso- 
ciation she was thinking as much of the 
mistress as of the maid, agrees with the 
writer of this letter in believing that house 
servants marry more frequently than do 
factory or store employé6s, but is inclined to 
believe that this is because the houseworker 
is “less particular.” She does not consider 
that they marry “ better.” 
lieves, moreover, that the awarding of the 
diplomas to be given out by her association 
will work wonders because of the recognition 
of praiseworthy and competent effort s0 
displayed. | 

Education as. a Remedy. 


Mrs. Kretschmar, on the contrary, doubts 
the efficacy of this plan, because she does 
not regard the average housewife asin any 
way competent to award diplomas, or even 
to pass upon the quality of housework of 
the most Herself a woman of 
college training, Mrs. Kretschmar believes 
that only when the great colleges of the 
country have publicly recognized the value 
and importance of homemaking ag a profes- 
sion will the domestic problem approach a 
satisfactory solution. With this training 
for the prospective mistresses of America 
should be established technical training 
schools for the prospective maids—schools 
arranged upon plans and bases similar to the 
training schools for nurses, how so numerous 
and effective. 

The houseworker, according to Mrs, 
Kretschmar’s opinion, will then enjoy a more 
desirable and less uncertain social opinion, }- 
and the household “ problem” will be in a 
fair way to solve itself. 

Lesson in Man’s Methods. 

*“Tt’s no use trying to reconstruct house- 
hold matters on the old ” gays Mrs. 
Kretschmar. ‘“‘ We live in a new age, and 
we must keep up with it. Thorough technical 
training for both mistress and maid offers 
the only way out of the present trying condi- 
tions. Even if a woman never intends to 
marry, she should know how to make a good 
home. o employer can expect good service 
without- knowing of just what this service 
consists. Men never work in this way. 

* The mistresses need training just as much 
as the maids. With such training for both, it 
will no longer be necessary to consider house 
workers as a class apart, to talk of homes 
and hospitals especially for them, nor to 
gather statistics concerning their marriages. 

* As to matrimony, I never yet had a good, 
competent, well trained maid but some man 
immediately dis¢overed it. Yes, all the good 
giris get married, I am sure.” 

The projected home and club for house 
workers advocated by Dr. Seymour is re- 
garded by the association authorities as a 
thing of the future rather than of the pres- 
ent, as the establishment of such a home 
would require no small amount of money, 
while the funds of the association are low. 

The two physicians who are members of 
the housewives’ association take care of 
such house workers as are known to the as- 
sociation officers to be in need of medical as- 
sistance, and this is as far as the work can 
be carried on at present.

DIVORCE BILL WORRIES ITALY. 


Premier Is Determined to Secure the 
/ Rassage of the Law and Cabinet 
Crisis Is Feared. | 


ROME, Dec. 6.—The divorce bill is a burn- 
ing question on the peninsula and is absorb- 
amg public interest to the exclusion of all 
other topics. Since the fall of the tem- 
poral power there has been no measure pro- 
posed in the Italian parliament about which 
the vatican has felt so strongly and against 
which it has put forth its whole force. 

The ministry stands committed to the bill, 
Premier Zanardelli being credited with a de- 
termination of carrying it through at all 
hazards. Some of his supporters declare 
they will vote against it, not because they 
are personally opposed to the bil) but be- 
Cause their constituents are bitterly 
against it. 

These members really have no objections 
to the measure, but they know that if they 
vote for the bi:l it will mean an inevitable 
toss of seats. According towome politicians 
the bill threatens the fall of one of the most 
Successful cabinets that United Italy has 
ever known.

German Engineers ers Find Electricity Too 


| Expensive for System—New Meth- 


od Held Satisfactory. 


[POREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

FRANKFORT, Germany, Nov. 30.—The 
chief engineer of the. Berlin street cars, 
Peiser, recently lectured before the inter- 
National congress of street car lines associa- 
tons on the heating of cars. He holds to 
the opinion that the heating of street cars 
will become general in Germany, but not 
through electricity. 

The German association for brickett haat 
ing of Dresden has experimented extensively 
in heating street cars. The arrangement, 
consisting mostly of pipes, is placed under the 
@eats: into these the bricketts are placed. 


The cost for each car is about $16, and during | 


the winter the daily consumption for sixteen 
hours for-a car with a seating capacity of 
from eighteen to twenty-two persons is 
eleven bricketts, each weighing four and 
two-fifths pounds, costing between 10 and 11 
cents. 

This fuel, which is slowly consumed, heats 
me pipes evenly, so that the heat is evenly

AUTOMOBILES MUST BE 

. The cowardly escape of the occupants of 
the automobile which killed two horses and 
seriously, perhaps fatally, injured a police- 
man on Michigan avenue on Friday again 
emphasizes the need for more stringent au- 
tomobile regulations. No serious attempt 
has ever been made in Ohicago to compel 
the owners of motor carriages to comply | 
with the law or to take any precautions for 
the safety of people who are driving or walk- 
ing. It is quite useless for the police to 
try to do anything without further legisla- 
tion by the city council. That body should 
pass an ordinance requiring that tvery ma- 
chine be licenséd and carry the number of 
that license in a conspicuous place on the 
front and back, in order that any citizen 
as well as the police may make complaint 
to the authorities if an automobile is run at 
an unsafe speed. 

If there were such an ordinance there 
would have been no accident on *Priday. 
It would not have been necessary for the | 
policeman to ‘trge his horse to a gallop in 
order to stop the automobile, for the owner 
could have been identified by his number 
and arrested at his hotse for disobeying the 
order to elacken speed. It has become al- 
most customary for automobilists to defy 
policemen in the assurance that their ma- 


from arrest. Several automobilists have 
been arrested more than once for going too 
fast. ‘They deserve no consideration.. They 
should be denied licenses. In fact, all the 
licenses should be revocable in the event 
of the violation of an ordinance. Chica- 
goans do not ask for restrictions which 
will be burdensome to the automobilist who 
shows decent solicitude for the safety of the 
public, but they do favor a stiff ordinance 
which will put an end to the present law- 
less conduct on the part of some owners of 
motor cars. 

There will be no abatement of lawless 
conduct until some positive action is taken. 
The number of autoniobiles will increase. 
The racing spirit, unless it is checked, wil! 
take possession of the owners of many autos, 
That epirit has been checked in New York 
by the imposition of a six months’ sentence 
in jail on the reckless and “ respectable” 


the | owner of a racing machine. A-similar penal 


ty may be needed here to make the city 
streets safe for pedestrians and drivers. 
Chicago horses are not yet on familiar terms 
with the automobile and it will besome time 
before they are. In themeanwhile, the local 
automobilists must go slow.

The paper on “ Gas Leakage,” read by Mr. 
James C. sea at the recent convention 


| of the Le of American Municipalities, 
| hag been ted in several periodicals, It 
deserves to be reprinted. My. Bales was for 


many years president of the department of 
health in Néw York. He has had excellent 
opportunities to master the subject he is} 
‘now bringing before the public. It is to be 
supposed, therefore, that he. comes: some- 
where near the truth when he says that the 
‘leakage from gas mains\in American cities 
is from 10 to'80 per cent of the total amount 
of gas mapufactured. In one city—not 
named—in which the gas produced during 
the year amounted to 24,000,000,0Q0 cubic 
feet, the leakage was 11. percent, Thata

| ‘WHAT Is SOCIOLOGY? 

Dr. Woodrow Wilson issaid tobave shown 
some scorn for sociology or for what is com- 
monly calied sociology in his speech before 
the Chicago Commercial club. This was 
natural. Dr. Wileon took his doctor’s de- 
gree at Johns Hopkins, and Johna Hopkins 
has always hesitated to adventure itself in 
the welter of half concluded investigations 
and half investigated conclusions in -which 
sociological science is at present immersed. 
It wae not till the time of Comte, who died 
in 1857, that sociology could be said to exist. 
Previous thinkers had given the world 
various batches of thoughts with regard to 
the relations of man to man in the legal, 
political, and economic way, but Comte was 
the first thinker who conceived of sociology 
as the ecience of society, or, to use his own 
phrase, as social physics. By means of s0- 
ciology, said Comte, it. was possible to dis- 
cover the physical and psychical laws which 
govern the composition and the history of 
that organism which men form when they 
are brought together in the group, the fam- 
ily, the tribe, the nation, the empire, 

Comte was followed by Spencer, who, in 
writing his book, called “The Principles 
of Sociology,” evidently supposed that such 
a thing as sociology was possible. Follow- 
ing Spencer we have had Tarde in French, 
Gumplowicz in German, Giddings in English, 
and many others in many languages who 
have all thought that the study of social 
facts might lead_to such social generaliza- 
tions as would raise sociology to the rank 
of a real science. Unfortunately, in doing 
this, they have developed a technical scien- . 
tific phraseology. Just here is the cause 
for tears. Sociology, dealing with human | 
life in all its aspects and coming closer than 
any other study to the nature of man in 
hig intercourse with his fellow man, ought 
to be intelligible. It tries to tell us how 
we human beings ought to get along with 
one another. As Mrs, Sidney Webb, the 
English essayist eays: “ We are all, wheth- 


er we like it.or not, practical sociologists.” | 


It would be well, therefore, if we could all 
avail ourselves of the results of sociologica] 
work. Who is there, though, who, without 
special training, could understend the fol- 


is uceless."’« Another university man, Prof. 
Bagrett Wendell, has aptly described man’ a 
proper relation to life and to books. “ The 
data of life,” he says, “come to us in two | 
distinct ways: the past is at rest in books;

I have discovered 
that while the male tubercull is transmissible 
the female is not. The tubercule, as I style 
the female, is a home loving being and re- 
| Mains always in the home, whereas the male, 
being wild in its habits, transmits itself 
with great rapidity. . So long as the female 
remains at home the human is safe from 
that quarter. It is true thatIn some chosen 
human beings male tuberculi have estab- 
lished clubs and frequently congregate there 
in large numbers; but usually return home 
before daybreak, leaving the human being 
untenanted.

cautious, of course, in believing what is writ- 
ten in the Nghter papers of France; they do 
not love Germany nor the emperor, and nat- 
urally they do not spare him when they write 
gbout him. 


Idea of a French Editor. — 


For inetance, the other day I found in a 
boulevard journal the statement that the 
German emperor has always under Ms pillow 
pot merely an English revolver, but an Ital- 
ian dagger and an American bowie knife, and 
that when he is out on horseback he always 
wears a coatof mail. I have little doubt that ; 
this ie an exaggeration; but all the same, it 
is quite true that whenever the German em- 
peror is traveling, either in this country 
or in any. other, he is watched with 
tremendous care.

Guarding the Kaiser. 


In the case of the German emperor the 
precautions have had to be increased in re- 
cent years. It will be remembered that he

have tried to shape public opinion, and in 
their efforts have worked their own de- 
struction, but the Hamilton club has avoided 
the pitfalls. From its humble beginning 
on April 9, 1890, it has grown to one of the 
mest prominent political organizations in 
the country, and is still growing. 

The club is enjoying greater prosperity 
than ever before. At noon of any week day 
there may be found from 850 to 400 repub- 
licans gathered in the dining hall of the club- 
hotise at Clark and Monroe streets—the re- 
cently acquired quarters of the organization. 
They are there for other purposes than the 
mete satisfaction of their appetites, for the 
Hamilton club is anything but a dining club. 
Tt is a political hothouse, where the welfare 
of the republican party is always a topic for 
discussion.
